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AMENDED BILL 


ON EARNINGS TAX 
FAPECTED TO GET 
SENATE APPROVAL 


3-Year Time Limit, Two 
Other Restrictions 
Added to Measure—5 
Crippling Proposals 
Are Defeated.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 17 
~The St. Louis earnings tax re- 
newal bill, seriously impaired by 
an amendment extending the life 
of the tax for only three years, 
was expected to be passed by 
the Senate early next week and 
sent to the House for considera- 
tion. 

After adopting two other re- 
strictive amendments to the 
city’s vital revenue measure, the 
Senate voted, 20 to 7, te approve 
the bill temporarily in its revised 
form. The favorable vote was 
two more than the 18 votes nec- 
essary for final §enate passage 
of the measure next week. 

In addition to the three-year 
time limitation, the Senate also 
approved an amendment giving 
St. Louis voters the right to sub- 
mit the new earnings tax ordi- 
nance to a referendum, and fixed 
the top tax rate at one-half of 1 
per cent, the rate now charged 
under the enabling act which ex- 
pires April 1. { 


5 Amendments Rejected. 


The picture was not all dark 
for sponsors of the St. Louis tax 
proposal, however. During the 
grueling, three-hour debate, the 
Senate rejected five other crip- 
pling and restrictive amend- 
ments offered by two St. Louis 
county Republicans, Senators 
Hartwell G. Crain and E. Gary 
Davidson. 

The most damaging amend- 
ment adopted was the one pro- 
viding that city’s authority to 
levy a new earn tax will ex- 
pire three years after the effgg- 
tive date of the new enabling act. 

Adoption of this time limita- 
tion, by a narrow 16-to-15 vote, 
was a serious setback for the 
eity’s efforts to obtain the right 
to levy the $8,000,000-a-year tax 
on a permanent basis, in order 
to stabilize St. Louis municipal 
finances for years to come. 

The effect of this amendment 
is to postpone effective solution 
of the city’s pressing financial 
problems until the 1957 Legisla- 
ture could consider another St. 
Louis request for permanent au- 
thority to levy the earnings tax. 


Need for Long-Range Plans, 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker and 
other St. Louis civic and business 
leaders have pointed out the city 
can not engage in long-range 
planning for maintenance of city 
operations and services unless 
it knows what revenues will be 
available in the years ahead. 
He also asserted St. Louis will 
be unable to proceed with plans 
for civic development and im- 
provements until the city’s fi- 
nancial house is in order. 

Senator Crain, who led op- 
position to the bill, first pro- 
posed that St. Louis’s authority 
to levy the earnings tax be ex- 
tended to April 1, 1955, or for 
about one year. 

Senator Floyd R. Gibson of 
Independence, the Democratic 
floor leader, told Crain he be- 
lieved a time limitation should 
be adopted, but thought one year 
was too short. At Gibson’s re- 
quest, Crain agreed to change 
his amendment to provide a two- 
year limitation. 

At this point, Senator William 
M. Quinn (Dem.), Maywood, of- 
fered a substitute amendment 
for a three-year limitation. He 
pointed out that his amendment 
would make the tax expire in

AMERICAN NATIONS ADOPT 
ANTI-COLONIALISM MOVE 


Argentine Resolution Aimed at British, 
French, Netherlands Holdings in Western 
Hemisphere Voted 19-0—U.S. Abstains. 


CARACAS, March -17 (AP)— 
The tenth inter-American con- 
ference today adopted 19 to 0, 
with the United States abstain- 
ing, an Argentine resolution 
calling for an end to colonialism 
and foreign occupation of terri- 
tories in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, 
The declaration, aimed at 
holdings of Britain, France and 
The Netherlands in the western 
world, was approved in the judi- 
cial-political committee, where 
all the 20 nations with delegates 
at the conference are repre- 
sented. . 
Final action later at a plenary 
session is expected to be only a 
formality. 
The United States maintained 
that the United Nations is the 
proper place to deal with the 
question of colonialism, point- 
ing out that none of the Euro- 
pean countries involved is rep- 
resented at the conference here. 
The , committee adopted the 
Argentine resolution after fail- 
ure of a seven-nation working 
group to resolve differences be- 
tween the Argentine proposal 
and a Brazilian resolution. 
Brazil proposed that the Eu- 
ropean powers give up their 
colonies and suggested that 
those not yet ready for self- 


government be placed under 
U. N. trusteeship. It also said the 
fate of territories claimed by 
both “extra-continental co 
tries and some American rep 
lies“ should be settled sepa- 
rately and peacefully. 
Argentina insisted’ that the 
conference demand restitution 
of territories “occupied by ex- 
tra-continental powers” and de- 
nounce “the use of force exer- 
cised to maintain this occupa- 
tion.” Argentina has a long- 
standing claim on the British- 
held .Falkland islands in the 
South Atlantic. 


Chile also criticized the Bra- 


zalian proposal, on the ground 


that putting American colonies 
under U.N. trusteeship might 
give the Soviet Union too much 
of a voice in world affairs. 
The conference, meanwhile, 
called up for discussion a pro- 
posal to extend each coastal 
American nation’s area of “na- 
tional sovereignty and jurisdic- 
tion” to the limits of the conti- 
nental shelf. 

The proposal by Ecuador calls 
for a conference in 1955 to 
study “practical problems” of 
the situation.

U.S. TAX RETURNS 
HERE PUT AT 5 PCT. 
ABOVE LAST YEAR’S 


Federal income tax returns 
here appear to be running about 
5 per cent above last year’s fig- 
ures, Gus F. Koehler, director 
of the St. Louis office of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, said 
today. The total calculated to 
date is about $250,000,000, or 
$12,000,000 more than in 1953. 
Most of the increase, Koehler 
said, comes from individual 
taxpayers, though part of the 
gain is to be attributed to the 
fact that this year corporations 
are making their first quarterly 
instalment on 45 per cent of 
the year’s income, instead of 40 
per cent, as in the past. 

Koehler emphasized that com- 
plete figures will not be avail- 
able till the end of the month. 
Ahout 130,000 more pieces of 
mail were on hand to be opened, 
30,000 having arrived yester- 
day and today. 

About 5000 persons passed 
through the lines at the Fed- 
eral Building Monday.

ONE TAX URGED 


ON TRANSIT LINES 


OWNED BY PUBL 


Freeholders Adopt Pro- 
posal Despite Warn- 


ing City Will Oppose 
It Violently. 


A provision exempting the 
proposed metropolitan transit 
district from all taxes except 


ad valorem property taxes, in the 
event it takes over ownership 
and operation of the mass tran- 
sit system in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county, was adopted last 
night by the transit board of 
freeholders. 

Such a provision would de- 
prive the City of St. Louis of 
about $1,000,000 in gross receipts 
taxes and other municipalities 
of lesser sums. It was adopted 
on motion of freeholder John 
I, Rollings despite the predic- 
tion of freeholder John W. 
Giesecke that it would “arouse 
the violent opposition of the 
city.” 

In proposing the provision, 
Rollings said a mass transit sys- 
tem could not be operated in the 
best interests of the entire dis- 
trict if it was burdened with a 
gross receipts tax and vehicle 
license taxes. His view pre- 
vailed by a vote of 12 to 2. 


One More Meeting. 


Last night’s meeting at Clay- 
ton City Hall completed the 
work of drafting the plan for a 
metropolitan transit district. A 
final meeting will be held next 
week to approve the plan as a 
whole and to affix the signa- 
tures of the freeholders to the 
ument. It must be certified 
to the boards of election com- 
missioners of city and county by 
March 31 and will be voted on 
in special elections next Jan. 25. 

As it now stands, the plan calls 
for establishment of a transit 
district including all of the city 
and county. It would be admin- 
i by a seven-man commis- 
sion. 

As thus constituted, the dis- 
trict would take Over the reg- 
ulatory powers now held by the 
Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission over transit operations 
in city and county and, in addi- 
tion, would have power to reg- 
ulate traffic on all transit routes. 

One of the first obligations 
of the commission would be to 
conduct a comprehensive survey 
of the transit needs of the dis- 
trict. If the survey indicated 
to the commission that only pub- 
lic ownership of the transit fa- 
cilities would meet those needs, 
it would submit the question of 
public ownership to the people 
of the district. 

A second election would be re- 
quired if financing of the acqui- 
sition was to be done through 
general obligation bonds. 

The plan was. adopted last 
night despite some division of 
opinion on the legality of cer- 
tain details.

This is the first official con- 
firmation that thermonuciear, or

stage. Previously all official an- 
nouncements have referred to 
“thermonuclear devices.” 

It has, however, been made 
known unofficially that a de- 
liverable hydrogen bomb was to 


been exploded already) during 
the current series of atomic tests 
in the Pacific. 


Russia May Have H-Bomb. 


Cole said at the same time 
that “we have information to 
indicate that Russia has the 
capacity to have a hydrogen 
bomb.“ We know, he continued, 
that the Soviet Union has 
touched off a hydrogen explo- 
sion, and “a fair assumption is 
that Russia does have a hydrogen 
bomb.” 

Representative Cole was in- 
terviewed on a television pro- 
gram, “Dateline Washington,“ 
for broadcast over station WDSU- 
TV in New Orleans last night. 
Representatives F. Edward He- 
bert (Dem.), Louisiana, and Hale 
Boggs (Dem.), Louisiana, asked 
the questions. 

Hebert said many people do 
not understand official refer- 
ences to thermonuclear devices 
or the thermonuclear explosions. 
He asked Cole to put the facts 
in layman’s language. 

Cole replied that the terms 
refer to hydrogen devices and 
explosions. He recalled that 
President Eisenhower told the 
United Nations, last Dec. 8, that 
this country has “hydrogen 
weapons“ the equivalent of mil- 
lions of tons” of TNT. 

“That must necessarily,” Cole 
said, mean a hydrogen bomb.” 


Cites Beneficial Uses. 


Cole said that originally the 
atomic energy program was 90 
per cent weapon.” Now, he said, 
a large part of the program is 
being used for the benefit of 
mankind. “Already,” Cole added, 
“more lives have been saved and 
more people helped by atomic 
energy than the total number of 
persons destroyed at Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki combined.” 

He predicted that within the 
next 10 years, there will be 
“several” atomic reactors in op- 
eration, capable of generating 
electricity for industrial uses. 
He added he does not think that 
the cost of generating power for 
atomic energy will be competi- 
tive with the conventional forms 
of generating power. 

The atomic energy committee 
chairman said he “wholehearted- 
ly indérses” President Eisen- 
hower’s plan for an international 
pool of atomic resources for 
peaceful purposes. He said Rus- 
sia would be invited to join the 
“atoms for peace” plan pro- 
vided it is “ready to come in on 
the same basis as other nations 
and with a co-operative atti- 
tude.”

together. 

Rayburn, George and Cooper. 

Rayburn, Representative Jere 
Cooper of Tennessee, senior 
Democrat on the House Ways 
and Means Committee, and Sen- 
ator Walter F. George of 
Georgia, senior Democrat on 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
spoke in rebuttal of President 
Eisenhower’s broadcast to the 
nation on Monday night, in 
which he criticized Democratic 
proposals for tax revisions as 
politically inspired and unsound. 

In general, the Democrats last 
night stuck to their established 
line that instéad of giving 
preferential tax treatment to 
business and to persons deriving 
income from stock dividends, 
Congress should grant relief on 
a broad base by increasing the 
standard personal income tax 
exemption above the present 
figure of $600. 

They argued, in direct reply 
to the President’s opposite view, 
that increasing exemptions would 
be sound economically because 
it would stimulate more buying 
among the great mass of the 
people at a time when there are 
“disturbing signs” in the econo- 
my. 

George on Exemptions. 


Senator George, senior spokes- 
man for the panel of Democrats, 
geared his reply to the President 
on two main points stressed in 
the Chief Executive’s speech: 
That an increase in the $600 ex- 
emption will remove too many 
taxpayers from the rolls and 
that the Government cannot af- 
ford the loss of revenue that 
would result. 

With reference to tlie Presi- 
ydent’s statement about revenue, 
George said that “it will not be 
asserted that this modest in- 
crease (in the exemption) cannot 
be borne without throwing out 
of balance the national budget. 
It will hardly be asserted that 
the Treasury cannot afford the 
modest tax relief proposed in a 
period of economic decline.” 

Referring to the number of 
taxpayers who might be lost to 
the tax rolls, George said that 
not everyone now is on the tax 
rolls anyway, and he added that 
only 44,000,000 of the 54,000,000 
federal income tax returns this 
year will show any tax liability, 
as deductions and exemptions 
will result in no taxable income 
for the rest. 

George, who is the author of 
a Senate proposal to raise the 
exemption to $800 this year and 
to $1000 next year, then turned 
to the President's criticism of 
Democrats and their talk of re- 
cession.

The two governments said it 
is their continuing policy, in dis- 
posing of agricultural surpluses 
abroad, “to consult with inter- 
ested countries and not to inter- 
fere with normal commercial 
marketings.” 

They agreed that any “extraor- 
dinary measures” that might be 
taken to dispose of farm sur- 
pluses should be worked out in 
a way that would increase total 
world consumption in order to 
avoid displacing “normal quan- 
tities” of farm exports.

FOR MISTRAL IN

Plea to Exclude Testi- 
mony of Government 
Witness Argued and 
Laid Over for Ruling 
Tomorrow. 


A motion for a mistrial in the 
ease of the five Communists now 
on trial here overruled today for 
the present and a defense mo- 


tion for the exclusion of a prose- 
cution witness’s testimony was 
argued and will be ruled on to- 
morrow. 

The motions were made short- 
ly after William Walter Cortor, 
a Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion informant here, began tes- 
tifying. He said he had made his 
latest report to the FBI in Feb- 
ruary of this year. 

Mrs. Mary Kaufman, attorney 
for the defense, asked that the 
jury be taken from the court- 
room, where District Judge Roy 
W. Harper is presiding. She 
said Cortor, had sat in on a dis- 
cussion in which the defense had 
planned strategy on the cross- 
examination of the Rev. Obidiah 
Jones, another FBI informant. 

The five defendants are 
charged with conspiring to ad- 
vocate overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment by force. 

‘Invasion of Privacy.’ 

Mrs. Kaufman contended Cor- 
ter’s being present at the ton- 
ference was an invasion of the 
privacy between attorney and 
client which would be greater 
than would be involved in wire- 
tapping. 

James Forest, one of the de- 
fendants, told the jury that 
Cortor had been in his home 
since the start of the trial and 
at a time fhen the defense 
strategy was being discussed. 

Judge Harper commented: 
“I’m frank to say I’m surprised. 
I don’t know what the situation 
is. I think it is a matter we 
should look into. Knowing the 
Government attorneys as 1 do, 
I am sure it is as much a sur- 
prise to them as it is to the 
court.” 

The judge said he was going 
to check thoroughly into the law 
and rule tomorrow. 

Mrs. Phyllis Orpha Stevenson, 
an informant for the FBI from 
Phoenix, Ariz., said that Forest 
taught a series of classes on 
Communism which she attended 
in Phoenix in October 1947. 

Mrs. Stevenson said she was 
first associated in April of 1947 
with a group known as the West 
Phoenix Club which later be- 
came the Mike Quinn Club with 
about 12 members.

After two-hour study’ periods, 
the groups of four would as- 
semble to give summaries of 
what they had learned, the wit- 
ness said. She added that among 
those present, with whom For- 
est conferred, were the Com- 
munist party’s state chairman 
and two members of the state 
committee. 

Forest talked to her after the 
final class had been held, Mrs.

Flanders Offers Advice for Red Hunter’s

Before Evaluating Them.’

WASHINGTON, March 17— 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, left the sound 
and fury of Washington behind 
him today and headed for four 
speaking dates of his own book- 
ing, without assistance from the 
Republican National Committee, 
which helped him arrange his 
last foray to the hingerlands 
about Lincoln day. 


In Washington, Senator Ralph 
Flanders (Rep.), Vermont, who 
denounced McCarthy on the 
Senate floor eight days ago, 
offered some advice in advance 
to those who will hear McCarthy 
in Chicago tonight and tomor- 
row, in Milwaukee Friday night 
and in Oklahoma City Saturday 
night. 

“I just hope that those who 
go to see and hear him will ana- 
lyze what he says, think it over 
until the next day—and then 
evaluate it,” Flanders told the 
Post-Dispatch. 

“I see that some of his ap- 
pearances are sponsored by local 
Republican organizations, not 
the national,” he said. “He is a 
drawing card. Anything he does 
will make the front pages and 
it is natural that people want to 
see and hear him. In a sense, he 
is the best show on the road, but 
it is important that what he says 
be analyzed, not immediately but 
the next day.” 

In explaining that the Repub- 
lican National Committee had 
nothing to do with arranging 
this tour, a spokesman said the 
role of the committee in the last 
one probably was misunderstood. 
Its speakers bureau served mere- 
ly as a clearing house for re- 
quests for McCarthy to speak, 
and did not initially propose him 
to anyone, he said, and it did 
not pay any of his expenses. 


McCarthy’s date in Chicago 
tonight has a St. Patrick’s day 


touch, of course. He will speak 
to the Irish Fellowship Club at 
Palmer House. (KWK will carry 
a re-broadcast at 11:10 p.m., St. 
Louis time). Stephen A. Mitchell, 
chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, was invited 
to attend the dinner but re- 
fused in a public statement 
sa he would not “break 
bread” with McCarthy. 

Friday night he is scheduled 
to speak in Milwaukee under 
sponsorship of the Young Re 
publicans Club. 

From Milwaukee the Senator 
will go to Oklahoma City and 
speak Saturday night at a meet- 
ing sponsored by the state Re- 
publican organization. 

McCarthy’s office was unable 
to say how the expenses of this 
trip are being handled, but point- 
ed out that it is usual practice 
for the sponsoring organization 
to pay expenses, sometimes with 
an “honorarium” in additional 
cash, and sometimes not.

For County Nursing Homes Urged

Dr. Domke Tells Council State Laws Are 
Inadequate, Make Inspections 
Difficult. 


The St. Louis County Coun- 
cil was urged today to take 
steps toward passage of an im- 
proved licensing and regulatory 
program for nursing homes, and 
to authorize a survey which 
would determine the precise 
need for special institutional fa- 
cilities for, the aged and chron- 
ically-ill. 

Both recommendations were 
made in a report by Dr. Herbert 
R. Domke, commissioner of 
health, who said existing state 
law and regulations are “inade- 
quate” and make for difficul- 
ties in the county’s nursing home 
inspection program. 


The Missouri Division of 
Health delegates responsibility 
for inspection and regulation 
of nursing homes to the County 
Health Department, Dr. Domke 
said. On Jan. 1 there weré 45 
such homes operating in the 
county, with a total of 1775 resi- 
dent patients. 


Major Failure in Law. 


In seeking local legislation, 
Dr. Domke said a major inade- 
quacy of present state law is its 
failure to differentiate either pa- 
tients, by service needed, or in- 
stitutions, by kind of service pro- 
ided. 

“Many patients residing in 
nursing homes require little or 
no special care,” the commis- 
sioner of health said, “and can 


be well provided for in a ‘board- 
ing home.’ Conversely, other 
patients may require continu- 
ous medical and nursing super- 
vision which can only be met by 
institutions approaching hospital 
standards, for both personnel 
and design. 

“Present regulations may be 
too stringent for the one and 
inadequate for the other.” 

Committee of Officials Urged. 

Dr. Domke asked the Council 
to set up a committee of county 
officials to prepare recommen- 
dations for a local licensing pro- 
gram. He suggested representa- 


| tives from the Department of 


Public. Works, County Counsel- 


or's office, County Fire Mar- 


shal's office and the Health De- 
partment. 

In regard to the proposed sur- 
vey of patients in nursing homes, 
Dr. Domke pointed out that need 
for additional facilities for 
chronically-ill and aged persons 
was recognized and provided for 
in the recent bond issue. Spe- 
cific information now is required 
for planning, he said. 

The council was requested to 
authorize employment of a phy- 
sician on a part-time basis and 
two public health nurses to car- 
ry out the survey. Assistance in 
the project, Dr. Domke said, has 
been offered by the Social Plan- 
ning Council's health and hos- 
pital division.

McCormick Sells Out to 
Competing Morning 
Newspaper. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (UP) 
—-The Washington Post today 
bought the Washington Times- 
Herald from Col. Robert R. Me- 
Corinick for an undisclosed 
price. 

Eugene Meyer, chairman of 
the board of the Post, and Philip 
L. Graham, publisher, announced 
a single newspaper under the 
masthead of both publications 
will be published from now on. 
Both were morning papers. 

(Mrs. Garvin E. Tankersley, 
niece of Col, McCormick and 
former editor of the Times- 
Herald, told the Associated Press 
it was announced at a meeting 
of the Times-Herald board on 
Monday that Meyer had offered 
$8,500,000 for the newspaper, 
She is a member of the board. 
Mrs. Tankersley said she indi- 
cated to the Times-Herald board 


that she would like to buy the 
paper and asked a delay in ac- 
tion on Meyer's offer until to- 
day—hoping. meantime to raise 
$1,500,000 “good faith” money 
for an offer of her own.) 
McCormick, publisher of the 
Chicago Tribune, bought the 
Times-Herald in 1949 from seven 
employes to whom it had been 
willed by the late Mrs. Eleanor 
M. Patterson. He _ reportedly 
paid $4,500,000 in cash for the 


newspaper property. 


The Post's circulation, accord- 
ing to a Sept. 30 statement, was 
201,645 daily and 200,163 Sun- 
day. The Times-Herald’s was 
253,532 daily and 287,200 Sun- 
day. The Post's advertising line- 
age was 24.884.646 in 1953. 

McCormick announced the sale 
of the paper in a statement re- 
leased to employes. At the same 
time, a letter from Meyer to 
McCormick concerning the sta- 
tus of Times-Herald employes 
was released. In it Meyer 
pledged fair consideration for 
Times-Herald employes as to 
termination pay settlements, a 
limited number of jobs on the 
Post and help to others in find- 
ing employment. 

The Washington bureau of the 
Chicago Tribune authorized the 
following statement: Col. Rob- 
ert R. McCormick, editor and 
publisher of the Chicago Trib- 
une, said that he will continue 
to maintain a home in Washing- 

n and ‘will remain a part of 
the life of the Capitol. 

Meyer bought the Post at pub- 
lic auction on June 1, 1933. The 
newspaper celebrated its seven- 
The. anniversary last year. 


The late Eleanor Patterson 
became editor of the Herald in 
1930, leased it from Hearst in 
1937 and in 1939 bought both 
the Times and the Herald. 

When she died in 1948, she 
left the newspaper to seven of 
her elosest friends and associ- 
ates in its publication, and in

Stevens row, the President an- 
swered a question related to 
whether he was disturbed about 
the McCarthy memoranda, deal- 
ing with allegations that certain 
persons high in the Army De- 
partment had, in effect, tried to 
blackmail the Senator. 
Concerned Over Matter. 

The President hesitated for a 
moment and then said it would 
be ridiculous for him to take the 
position that he was not con- 
cerned about such a matter. He 
recalled that he had stated at a 
ptevious press conference that 
what he was attempting to do 
was draw attention from petty 
bickering in the overnment 
and place the emphasis where it 
belongs—on the Administration’s 
legislative program. 

He was asked if he felt that 
the Stevens-McCarthy quarrel 
had undermined Army morale, 
especially that of the officers. 
He said that he suspects that a 
great many officers have been 
hurt inside their hearts but that 
he had received no reports on 
the situation. 

He went on to say that the 
Army is rightfully proud of the 
service it gives the country and 
that Army men generally feel 
pretty low when they. are ac- 
cused of wrongdoing, without 
justification. When Army men 
are attacked unjustifiably, the 
President went on, they have a 
feeling that is probably a mix- 
ture of anger and resentment. 

The fact that McCarthy will 
step aside as chairman of his 
subcommittee While that body 
gives a thorough airing to his 
controversy with Stevens and 
others in the Army did not come 
up at the President’s press con- 
ference. 

Question Draws Laughter. 


A burst of laughter, however, 
greeted a question by a reporter 
who wondered if the President 
would like to have just one meet- 
ing with reporters at which his 
views on congressional investiga- 
tions might not be asked for. 


The President joined in the 
laughter and told of having said 
to one of his aids on the way to 
the conference that he might 
take it upon himself to ask the 
reporters if it wouldn’t be pos- 
sible to have a conference where 
the matter of investigations was 
not brought up. 

With reference to his tax pro- 
gram, the President noted that 
Democrats have been criticizing 
the bill as .intended primarily 
at aiding big business and, then 
said he wanted to give an ex- 
ample of big business—United 
States Steel Corp. 

That corporation, he said, has 
300,000 employes and about 300,- 
000 stockholders. He said that 
of the stockholders, 56 per cent, 
have annual incomes of less 
than $5000 a year, and that 46 
per cent of the stockholders 
earn less than the average steel- 
workers wage of $4500 a year. 
Further, he said, there are more 
stockholders in the annual in- 
come braeket of $2000 to $3000 
than in any other category. 

The Administration bill would 
exempt the first $50 yearly in 
dividend income from stocks 
next year and increase that ex- 
emption to $100 of dividend in- 
come the following year. 

Not De ed to Aid Rich. 

The President said firmly that 
for anyone to charge that the 
Administration: bill is designed 
to aid the rich is, and he paused 
for a moment, an error, It was 
obvious that for a split second 
he was considering stronger 
Janguage and reporters joined 
with him in laughter at his dis- 
play of restraint. 

He also noted that some of 
those who would deprive the 
Government of revenue by in- 
-creasing income tax exemptions 
against the Administration's 
wishes are the very ones who 
not long ago were against in- 
creasing the 275 billion dollar 
federal debt limit. 

On the question of whether he 
would veto the tax measure 
should it come to his desk with 
objectionable features inserted 
by the Democrats, such as the 
personal exemption increase, 
the President said he could not 
say in advance at any time what 
bills he might veto. For one 
thing, he said, the President has 
no Fight to the item veto, that is 
vetoing parts of a bill but not 
the rest. He said that if the 
bill Congress passes presents an 
impossible situation for the 
country he will sit down then 
and decide what to do. 

Defends Retaliation Policy. 

His observation that a Presi- 
dent ought to be hanged or im- 
peached if he failed to take im- 
mediate action to defend the 
United States against attack was 
in response to questions related 
to a statement yesterday by Séc- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles that the President has ad- 
vance congressional authority to’ 
retaliate against Soviet aggres- 
sion in London or Paris in the 
same manner in which he could 
retaliate against an attack on 
an American city. 

The President expressed the 


opinion that when Dulles said 
the Chief Executive could act 
in all these cases under the 
North Atlantic Treaty .Organiza- 
tion pacts, he didn’t believe 
Dulles intended to imply that 
Congress should be by-passed. 

Nobody can foresee every pos- 
sible condition that might arise 
in connection with an attack, the 
President continued, adding that 
he was not backing away from 
his press conference statement 
of last week Ahat this country 
would not be taken into war 
without the approval of Con- 
gress. 


Gives Example. 

He said that as an example 
of an extreme case he could 
conceive of receiving word that 
a large fleet of planes was on 
the way from the south to at- 
tack United States cities. He 
added that if any citizen would 
hold him guiltless if he just sat 
there and tried to get congres- 
sional action before taking quick 
action himself he couldn't think 
who that person might be. 

With nations, just as with in- 
dividuals, the President went on, 
self-preservation requires quick 
reaction to attack. If individuals 
are attacked they do not wait 
to call the police he said, they 
either fight back or at least they 
run. 


Whatever happened, the Presi- 
dent went on, Congress would 
have the question of possible 
war before it in a matter of 
hours, noting that wars cannot 
be fought without appropriations 
from Congress along with legis- 
lation for emergency action. He 
said there is a great gulf be- 
tween what the President can 
and- sometimes must do and a 
declaration of war. 

Says Korea Was Different. 

He said that the situation was 
somewhat different before the 
Korean conflict began. The first 
order, as he recalled it at the 
time of the North Korean attack 
on South Korea and for air sup- 
port for the South Koreans and 
there was plenty of time there-, 
after to go to Congress. 

He did not mention the name 
of former President Truman, 
who was Chief Executive when 
that outbreak occurred, and he 
added that he was not trying to 
judge the action in that case.

The President was asked 
about Secretary Dulles’s earlier 
discussion of the “massive re- 
taliation” theory of defense by 
which, the Secretary said, the 
United States would pick the 
time, place and means of acting 
against aggression. 

Preparing for New-Type War. 

No war ever shows the char- 
acter it was expected to, the 
President replied, everything is 
different now and the Adminis- 
tration attempting to be pre-

tion,

greatest tax relief to those in 
high income brackets and then 
expecting some of the benefits 
to “trickle down“ to the majority 
of taxpayers. 

During its first year, Rayburn 
said, the Administration bill 
would give three times as much 
tax relief to the “upper 20 per 
cent“ those earning $5000 or 
more a year—than to the 80 
per cent whose annual income is 
less than $5000. 

When 1960 arrives, the upper 
20 per cent will be getting six 
times as much tax relief as 
other taxpayers, he contended. 

The dividend feature of the 
G. O P. bill, which Rayburn was 
attacking, provides that the 
first $50 of dividends received 
this year would be exempt from 


, 


taxation and in later years the 
first $100 of such income would 
be exempt. The Republican plan 
a allow a credit against 
income taxes equivalent to the 
first 5 per cent of dividend in- 
come over $50 in the first year, 
and, thereafter, 10 per cent of 
dividend income over $100. 

Cooper Gives a Comparison. 

Representative Cooper offered 
an example of how the Repub- 
lican proposal on dividend in- 
come would work out. He said 
that a wage earner with a wife, 
two children and an annual in- 
come of 34000 would pay $240 
income taxes; while a man with 
the same size family and the 
same amount of income from. 
dividends would pay only $110, 
or less than half as much as the 
wage earner. 

“I want to predict here to- 
night that if this (dividend) pro- 
posal is enacted into law it will 
be only the beginning of this 
special treatment for the few 
shareholders in America.” 

Cooper rejected President 
Eisenhower's argument that the 
purpose of the special dividend 


to eliminate what the President 
termed “double taxation” on 
such income. : 

“Nearly every article the av- 
erage taxpayer buys has a great 
number of taxes on it,” Cooper 
said, “but throughout this bill 
the wage earner appears to be 
the forgotten man.” 

The so-called double taxation 
of dividends is opposed by Mr. 
Eisenhower on the ground that 
companies first pay corporation 
taxes on their earnings and part 
of what is left goes out as divi- 
— which are then taxed as 

ome to stockholders. 

Cooper pointed out that only 
8 per cent of American families 
own any publicly-held stock at 
all. Of these, he said, six-tenths 
of 1 per cent—or six families out 
of a thousand—own 80 per cent 
of all the stock. 

“What the Republicans want

House Vote Thursday. 

The Administration’s omnibus

the House Thursday. 

The Democrats will make an 
attempt to eliminate the divi- 
dend feature and put in its place 
a $100 increase in personal ex- 
emptions for taxpayers and de- 
pendents.

The President said the Admin- 
istration is building up the most 
powerful Army in the nation’s 
history and he added that he re- 
gards the nation’s young men as 
its most costly asset. He wanted 
to know why they should be 
used any more than necessary.

ILLINOIS BOARD 
REVERSED IN TRAIN 


SPRINGFIELD, III., March 17 
(AP) — The IIlinois Supreme 
Court today overruled the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission in 
a case which raised the question 
of racial segregation on trains. 

The court said the commis- 
sion had no authority to order 
the Illinois Central railroad to 
change its methods of loading 
passengers on its City of New 
Orleans, an inter-state train. 

Vera Johnson, a Negro, filed 
a complaint charging she was 
segregated on the train by being 
assigned to a certain car. She 
was upheld by the Commerce 
Commission and the Cook Coun- 
ty Superior Court. 

In reversing the lower court, 
Justice William J. Fulton noted 
that laws of other states require 
separate but equal accommoda- 
—_ for Negro and white peo- 
ple.

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Says ‘Double Taxation 
by Government Too 
68 Cents of Dividend

NEW YORK, March 17 (AP, 
—United States Steel Corp., in 
its annual report today, spelled 
out the figures on record-break- 
ing 1953 and said that) double 
taxation” took 68 cents of the | 
dividend dollar. | 

In 1953 the corporation, largest 
steelmaker in the world, smashed 
its own records for production, 
sales and shipments, as pre- 
viously reported, and had a 36- 
year record in net income. 

The report showed that the 
corporation paid 59 cents in 
federal taxes out of each dollar 
potentially available for divi- 
dends. The remaining 41 cents 
when paid out in dividends, 
was then subjected on the 
average to a personal income. 
tax of 21 per cent, equal to 9 
cents, bringing the taxation total 
to 68 cents, the report added. 


New Tools and Jobs. 
“Investment in new tools of 
production is the only. way that 
new self-sustaining productive 
jobs can come into existence,” 
the report stated. “The large- 
scal@ creation of such new jobs 
is required. if an expanding 
labor force is to be fully em- 
ployed. . 

“It cannot long be done with- 
out stockholder participation and 
will not be done tf the incentive 
for so doing is- destroyed by 
taxation.” 

The report added: “It ts sig- 
nificant that a mounting public 
concern about unemployment 
and ‘inflation has paralleled the 
mounting tax impairment of in- 
centives to large-scale job cre# 
tion.” . 

The corporation said that on 
the basis of questionnaires it 
sent out to its 280,000 stock- 
holders it was learned that only 
10 per cent had incomes greater 
than $25,000 a year, 26 per cent 
had incomes’ of more than 810. 
000 and 56 per cent had incomes 
of less than $5000. 

Still Smaller Incomes, 

The income of 17 per cent 
fell within the $2000 to $3000 
range and 8 per cent had in- 
comes so small that they were 
not subject to federal income 
taxation. 

The report said that 53 per 
cent had incomes less than the 
average wages paid to the cor- 
poration’s steelworkers which 
were at an annual rate of $4500 
in the latter part of 1952 when 
operations were free of strikes. 

The report gave production of 
steel ingots and castings in 1953 
as 35,800,000 net tons, or 128.6 
per cent of the 1947-40 average, 
and bettering the 1951 reord 
of 34,300,000 tons. Shipments 
were given as 25,100,000 net 
tons, sales aS 83.88 1,000,000, and 
net income as 3222, 100,000.

The Secretary, writing in the 
quarterly Foreign Affairs, clari- 
fied, qualified and expanded his 
previous explanations of the 
Eisenhower Administration’s 
“new look” defense policy. That 
policy, as partly explained pre- 
viously, Has come under fire 
from Adlai Stevenson and Cana- 
da’s Foreign Secretary Lester B. 
Pearson, ong others. 

Question of Retaliation. 

In a speech Jan. 12 Dulles 
said the United States would de- 
pend primarily on “a great ca- 


_ pacity to retaliate instantly by 


means and at places of our own 
choosing” to any Communist at- 
tack. 

This led to expressed fears 
that the United States might 
touch off World War III in re- 
sponding to a minor Communist 
assault; Pearson said Monday 
the United States must imme- 
diately confer: with its allies if 
it expects support for its policy. 

Dulles’s article stressed: ; 

“The cornerstone of security 
for the free nations must be a 
collective system of defense 
without the co-operation of allies 
we would not even be in a posi- 
tion to retaliate massively. 

“Massive. atomic and thermo- 
nuclear retaliation is not the 
kind of power which could most 
usefully be evoked under all 
eircumstances. Security for the 
free world depends, therefore, 
upon the development of collec- 
tive security and community 
power.” 

In a_ section titled, “The 
Strategy to Deter Aggression,” 
Dulles said the best means would 
be a combination of local de-

‘Maximum Use of Assets.’ 

Dulles also asserted: 

The free world cannot match 
the Soviet Union and Red China 
man for man and tank for tank” 
at evexy danger point. Instead 
it must make the maximum use 
of its own assets which include 
“air and naval power and atome 
weapons h are now avail- 
able in a wide range, suitable 
not only for strategic bombing

Above all the free world “must 
not put itself in a position where 
the only response open to it is 
general war. The essential thing 
is that a potential aggressor 
should know in advance that he

Some areas of the world are 
“so vital that a special guard 
should and can be put around 
them. Western Europe is such 
an area.” 


Summary on ‘New Look’. 

Summing up what he means 
by the look” in American 
Policy, es said:

Whatever else this contest may be, it should 
not turn into a party issue. It should not be 
resolved in terms of November voter appeal.

As of now, no one is sure what the economic 
health of the country actually is and what it 
may be in a few months is anyone’s guess, Some 
signs are encouraging. Others, including the 
mounting unemployment, are very disturbing. 

The Post-Dispatch has commended Mr. Eisen- 
hower on his efforts to balance the budget. We 
have applauded him 4m the past for his insistence 
on keeping many federal taxes and excise levies 
in force. We thought Speaker Martin showed 
a strange kind of support for the President 
when, in the face of the budget message, the 
Administration's leader in the House came out 
for a cut of a billion dollars in excises. 

When the excise issue came up in the House 
not a single Republican out of 219 voted to 
uphold Mr. Eisenhower and Secretary Hum- 
phrey, One of the three Democrats who backed 
the White House was Congressman Jones of the 
Southeastern Missouri district. . 

What is needed now, in our opinion, and be- 
fore any tax measure is finally passed, is more 
information about the country’s economic con- 
dition. Why would it not be a good idea for 
Congress to turn to other matters which are not 
so involved in unknown factors? Many other 
items in the Eisenhower program await atten- 


tion. Meantime unemployment figures for 


March and April ought ta. make plain whether 


_the situation is worsening or tapering off. 


If a war were to break out, balancing the 
budget would be out the window and no one 
would give it a second thought. Similarly if 
the slump deepens into a serious depression, 
budget balancing would be forgotten in Wash- 
ington and throughout the country. 

It is not enough to say: All is well. The 
country heard that in the '20s. Nor is it enough 
to say that those who want the facts are prophets 
of “doom and gloom.”

The Health Bill in Congress 
The Eisenhower health re-insurance legislation 
now is before both the House and the Senate. It 
calls for à fund of $25,000,000 for a period of 
five years in which the system is to be brought 


Into full operation. 


Senator H. Alexander Smith, New Jersey Re- 
publican, who introduced it in the upper branch, 
was quite justified in saying that it “rejects the 
concept of socialized medicine.” In a sense, it 
can be much more accurately called an insur- 
ange plan than a health plan. 

Its purpose is to induce private health insur- 
ance organizations to write policies covering 
heavier medical and hospital bills than most of 
them do. It is to do this by insuring them 
against loss. But no formula has yet been set up 
to determine the extent to which zn organiza- 
tion like Blue Cross or an insurance company 
is to be protected, Thus while the principle is 
approved, its actual application may yet be 
found subject to questioning. 

The major doubt at present—expressed by 
Dr. Evarts Graham and others—is whether a 
$25,000,000 appropriation is nearly big enough 
to meet the need. One wonders why a larger 
amount was not su since, before very 
long, the Government would get the money back 
in premiums similar to those paid by members 
of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation. 
But this is a minor consideration in the face of

Gen. Ridgway Has His Doubts ©

that one of the nation’s leading soldiers, Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway, Army Chief of Staff, has 
registered “particular concern” in a Senate sub- 
committee hearing where it appears that Army 
and Navy manpower are to be cut again. — 


Gen. Ridgway is concerned over reducing the 
Army “while our responsibilities for meeting 
the continuing enemy threat have yet to be cor- 
respondingly lessened.” That same concern was 
expressed by the Post-Dispatch military analyst, 
Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips, in several of his 
articles last year on the “new look.” : 

The chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
Adm, Arthur W. Radford, has two answers for 
Gen. Ridgway’s concern over the proposed Army 
cuts. Adm. Radford says that his Colleagues 
agreed last December to the new program, but 
now Gen. Ridgway apparently is not satisfied. 

That could be. The world situation can and 


does change rapidly. The war in Indochina, for 


instance, concerns this country more now than 
it did last December. 


Adm, Radford’s second answer as to why the 
Army can be cut with safety is in two parts. 

First, there is the continuing military aid pro- 
gram to help allied nations, including West Ger- 
many, expand their ground forces. That sounds 
very good but the French army in Europe, with 
its deficiencies, is a slender reed to lean upon, 
and the West German army has yet to be born. 

Second, Adm. Radford says there are 500,000 
or 600,000 men who have completed two years 
of Army service and have not gone into the re- 
serve for their required six years. He says the 
Administration will seek some changes in the 
law so the reserve will become “much more ef- 


5 ficient.” a 


If this reservoir of ex-soldiers, many of whom 
served in the Korean fighting, could be made 
use of, that would be a fine thing. But Elton C. 
Fay, an authoritative military writer for the As- 
sociated Press, reported last July: 

The Army’s program to maintain a ready 
reserve of trained men made up of former 
draftees is falling flat. Only about 4.76 per 
cent of draftees who have finished two 


years of active service are participating in 
reserve training units. 


So the Administration has had at least nine 
months to do something to bolster reserve train- 
ing and has done nothing. Is Adm. Radford sure 
that something will be done any time soon?

States Information Agency, has rejected an offer 
by Senator McCarthy to supply copies of two 
books by him for American overseas information 
libraries.

the strict domain of divinely revealed 
truth. It is inevitable that in the closely 
intertwined life of priests and people in 
a Catholic country divergent reactions 
to complicated questions of political, 
social, educational, and economic na- 
tures will ensue: 

Those differences can be stated 
ironically and without offense. Indeed, 
they must be expressed, or resentment, 
bitterness, and ultimately rebellion 
rankle in one’s bosom. It is of supreme 
importance that our laity talk, but al- 
ways with respect, and express their 
honest convictions. Only in this way 
can there be a real meeting of minds 
and of hearts. 


Social Progress in Parishes. 


In the fields of marriage and family 
life, as well as in those of social ming- 
ling and courtship, which in most mod- 
ern countries are their necessary pre- 
liminaries, the laity have a wide and 
intimate experience from which the re- 
ligious of both sexes are excluded. 

Love of God has as its corollary 
the love of neighbor. But we cannot 


-love him unless we first know him. 


Hence the importance of promoting 
social acquaintance and friendship 
among our people, old as well as young. 
It is earnestly to be hoped that the fre- 
quently expressed appeals of the 
bishops of Ireland for more and earlier 
marriages will be implemented through 
a vigorous and well-balanced social pro- 
gram in each parish. 

We know Ireland, not merely through 
the haze of books and tradition, but at 
first hand. We have made repeated 
visits of a prolonged character to Ire- 
land, and we have lived with friends 
both in the cities and on the farms. We 
have journeyed on foot and on bicycle 
through the Irish countryside. For forty 
years we have been deeply concerned 
with the problem of Ireland's declining 
population and the strange reluctance 
of so many Irishmen to marry—a phe- 
nomenon we had previously noted 
among the Irish in America. We have 
talked about these matters with men 
and women in Ireland in all walks of 
life—farmers, merchants, young men 
and women, teachers, writers, priests, 
professors at Maynooth, where we so- 
journed at length, bishops, members of 
the Dal, and the beloved Prime Minister 
De Valera and members of his cabinet.

The Irish Heritage 


IRELAND OF THE SAINTS, dy D.C. C. Pochin 
Mould. (The British Book Center, 176 pqs., $3.50.) 
For this time of the year what more 

appropriate book could one read than 

this survey of the lives of the most im- 

portant Irish saints. It is written by 

an Englishwoman, Dr. Pochin Mould, 
who was a research fellow in Edinburgh 

University and who now permanently 

resides in Ireland. In very readable 

prose, and aided by over 60 excellent 
illustrations, she tells how Christianity 
took root in Ireland, describes the 
special characteristics of the Irish faith, 
explains the work and the motives be- 
hind the work of the Irish saints and 
shows some of the influences that the 

Irish absorbed from abroad but which 

they in turn gave back to Europe via 

England, 


Of the three tutelary saints of Ire- 
land, St. Patrick, St. Bridget and St. 
Columeille, the most outstanding in the 
spiritual. history of that country is, of 
course, St. Patrick. His feast day has 
been celebrated on the Continent as 
far back as the seventh century. The 
Christian faith and its moral law he 
brought to the Irish in the year 432. 


The country in which he found him- 
self was almost completely pagan, but 
it had a cultured, intellectual and edu- 
cated civilization centered in the three 
great learned orders, the druids, the 
brehons or lawyers and the bards. Co- 
joined with this was à culture deeply 
rooted in the soil, f 


The Irish, however, were then a cruel 
marauding people, preying upon the 
collapsing Roman Empire. But after 
their conversion they changed com- 
pletely; they became e for 
preaching, teaching and praying. It 
would seem after this bloodless revolu- 
tion that the fruits were ripe for the 
picking. So intense was their fervor 
and their dynamism that it was not 
strange for the monastic ideal, the for- 
mal dedication of oneself completely to 
God, to make the greatest. appeal to 
them, 

The fire of charity that will not allow 
a man to keep his spiritual and schol- 
arly gifts to himself but compels him 
to spread them before the world was 
the compelling drive behind the Irish 
(or Scots as they were then called) 
activity as it spread across Europe. It 
took two main paths. One, under the 
guidance of St. Columeille, moved 
North across to Scotland and then from 
there southward to En The other, 
under the influence of St. Columbanus, 
moved South across England into 
Europe. By the ninth century, a chain 
of ‘monasteries under Irish, influence 
linked the Continent: Ratisbon, Wu'7- 
burg, Cologne, Luxeuil, St. Gall, Bob- 
bio, Vienna, even as far East as Kicv.

Statehood vs. Colonialism. 


As I read the record, the cru- 
cial question was raised in the 
House of Representatives last 
July by Mr. Farrington, the able 
and highly. respected delegate 
from Hawaii. In an. eloquent 
and moving peroration he said:“ 


“Either we become a state or 
we enter permanently into a 
colonial status. This is what con- 
tinuation of the territorial 
status in its present or modified 
form means,. and nothing else. 
The issue clearly is one of 
statehood or colonialism. 

“Proposals that we be per- 
mitted to elect our own Gover- 
nor; that we be given a larger 
measure of local self-government 
and possibly an increase in our 
representation in the national 
government, are nothing but at- 
tempts to disguise an unwilling- 
ness to grant the people of Ha- 
waii their full rights as Ameri- 
can citizens. They are colonial- 
isms and, so far is I am con- 
cerned, I want nothing of them.” 


Mr. Farrington’s thesis is that 
no people living under the 
American flag have or can have 
their full rights unless they are 
granted statehood. Anything but 
statehood is, said Mr. Farrington 
in the same speech, to assign a 
large group of American citizens 
“permanently to an inferior po- 
sition.” 


In putting it that way he has 
posed the fundamental question 
which has never, I believe, been 
explained properly to our people 
or adequately debated in Con- 
gress. Is it true that under 
American principles, there are 
two and only two choices: that 
of inferiority and a condition of 
colonialism and that of equality 
as a state of the Union? 


Re-examining the Question. 


If that is the dilemma, be — 
we are acknowledging by vot 
statehood for Hawaii and Alaska, 

about the other outlying 
territories under the American 
flag? What do we have to offer 
as a goal towards which they 
cag work, for which to develop 
their powers, to which to educate 
themselves? 

What do we propose to the 

ple of Guam, the Virgin Is- 
nds, perhaps of our trustee- 
ships in the Mariannas, the Mar- 
shalls, the Carolines? Are they 
to be told that unless they 
achieve statehood, which they 
have no hope of achieving, they 
must remain “permanently” in 
“an inferior position”? 

Is Congress going to declare 
that there is no way to have full 
freedom and a lasting associa- 
tion with the United States ex- 
cept as a state? 

Before we impale ourselves 
on the horns of this dilemma— 
colonialism or statehood—let us 
re-examine the question. 

Much has been made of the 
promises of statehood in the 
party platforms. But anyone 
who takes the trouble to read 
what the party platforms have 
said about statehood for Hawaii, 
Alaska and Puerto Rico in the 
past 20 years will come away

The platform on which Presi* 
dent Eisenhower ran in 1952 ad- 
vocated “immediate statehood 
for Hawaii; statehood for Alaska 
under an equitable enabling act; 
eventual statehood for Puerto 
Rico.” As a measure of how 
little the authors of the plat- 
form have done their home- 
work, we may note that in the 
revious March the people of 
uerto Rico had ratified by a 
popular vote a new constitution, 
making Puerto Rico not a state 
but a free commonwealth asso- 
ciated with the Unifed States. 
This new constitution had be- 
come law by President Truman’s 
signature before the Republican 
conventions met and it had be- 
come effective two weeks before 
the Republican party had de- 
clared in its platform that Puerto 
Rico should look forward to 
“eventual statehood.” 


Various Platform Promises. 


These campaign promises are 
really something. Twenty years 
before President Truman signed 
the resolution which made Puer- 
to Rico not a state but a com- 
monwealth, the Democrats were 
saying in 1932 what the Repub 
licans were saying in 1952—that 
they were in favor of “ultimate 
statehood for Puerto Rico.“ 

In 1940 the Democrats were 
in favor of statehood for Alas- 
ka, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico; the 
‘Republicans wefe saying, on the 
other hand, that statehood was 
the logical aspiration for Puerto 
Rico, while to Hawaii they were 
saying no more than that it was 
entitled to the fullest measure 
of home rule. 

In those days they thought 
Puerto Rico a far better candi- 
date for statehood than Hawaii. 
Today nobody in Puerto Rico or 
in the United States is think- 
ing of granting statehood to 
Puerto Rico. 

The point of it all is that at 
one time or another, both par- 
ties—the Republican as late as the 
Eisenhower campaign of 1952— 
have been in favor of state- 
hood not only for Hawaii and 
Alaska but also for Puerto Rico. 

Yet in fact we have seen the 
working out of a quite different 
relationship with Puerto Rico. It 
is, therefore, not true that the 
only choices are permanent in- 
feriority in a colonial condition 
or statehood. There is no such 
ugly dilemma. 


Task for a Commission. 


The Congress can, as Senators 
Fulbright, Monroney and others 
are now proposing, work out a 
constitutional status for Hawaii 
and Alaska which avoids the 
Farrington dilemma of 
hood versus colonialism. 

Such a constructive solution 
cannot, of course, be improvised 
quickly — especially amidst the 
turmoil in this Congress. Nor 
can it be made acceptable with- 
out careful and thorough nego- 
tiation. But this is what should. 
be attempted if and when—as 
now seems probable— the com- 
bined bill becomes stalled. 

This is the kind of pfoblem to 
which ‘the President’s favorite 
device of a mixed commission is 
well suited. For the problem of 
statehood for outlying territories 
is not in any but the most trivial 
sense a p or a factional 
or a regio issue within the 
United States. It is absurd to 
think of Hawaii as providing two 
Republican Senators permanent- 
ly and Alaska two Democratic 
Senators, and to line up on this 
grave matter accordingly. Who 
is the prophet who knows how 
they will be voting five years 
hence? 

The formation of a state which 
lies 2000 miles off the coast of 
the United States is an unprece- 
dented and radical change in the 
structure of the Union. No one 
questions, and no one can ques- 
tion, the right of the people of 
Hawaii and of Alaska to equality 
of all American citizens under 
the American flag. 

What must be questioned is 
whether their interests and those 
of the people of the continent 
are so nearly identical that they 
can be fused in the same legis- 
lative body.

People in 
the party have miraculous es- 
capes from two fearful acci- 
dents. Armies ceasé to shoot at 
each other. Flowers no longer 
wither when cut, and grow huge 
on the bush.

The suave and arbitrary Prince 
decides that love is the key to 
life.

The profundities of this are 
clothed in some deceptively sim- 
ple and beautiful lines, often 
sensitive, mystical and allysive, 
often graceful and adroit.

We have always found that 
these two standards go hand 
in hand. 

The Republicans have alse 
had a consistent philosophy 
on the matter of taxes. 

Their philosophy is that if: 
they give tax relief to those 
in the high income groups, 
some of the benefit may even- 
tually “trickle down” to the 
great majority of taxpayers. 
This “trickle down” has never 
come about, in all history of 
Republican tax laws. 

This is hardly the philosophy 
of Abraham Lincoln, who 
preached liberty and justice for 
all. It is the philosophy of 
Alexander Hamilton, who fa- 
vored special. benefits for the 


ew. 

Despite a three-billion-dollar 
deficit planned hy the Republi- 
cans, they have decided on a 
program of tax reduction. 

The question now is what 
kind of tax reduction? And who 
should benefit? 

Examining G.O.P: Plan.

Statement by George. 


Following is the text of the 
speech by Senator George of 
Georgia, top Democrat on the 
Senate Finance Committee:

For 
1941, the exemption for a sin- 
gle person was reduced to $750; 
for a married person to $1500. 
For 1942 and 43, the exemp- 
tion for a single person was re- 
duced to $500 and for a mar- 
ried person to $1200. For 1944 
and °45, the exemption for a 
single person remained at $500, 
but the exemption for a mar- 
ried person was reduced to 
$1000, and these exemptions re- 
mained through 45, 46, and 47. 
In 1948, the exemption fer a 
single person was raised to $600 
and for a married person to 
$1200. Beginning with 1948, 
married taxpayers were allowed 
to split their income for tax

The personal exemptions have 
been lowered in every war or 
great national emergency for 
two purposes; to raise additional 
revenue and to prevent the di- 
version of labor into the pro- 
juetion of consumer goods.

Float fishing, no doubt, origi- 
nated in Missouri. On what 
stream and in what year is 
problematical. 

To this writer’s knowledge, 
float fishing on the upper Black 
river took place prior to 1900. 
The Iron Mountain railroad, 
later called the Missouri Pacific, 
ran parallel with the river for 
a distance of 50 or more miles. 
Railroad stations in close prox- 
imity to the rwer were Mill 
Spring, Leeper, Williamsville, 
Keener and Poplar Bluff. Local 
freight trains, usually one or 
two each day, stopped at these 
stations to unload shipments. 

At the turn of the century 
*railroad regulations were lax 
and the conductor often could 
“be induced, with a dollar bill, 
sto permit the boat to be loaded 
*on an empty flatcar or in an 
‘empty boxcar and hauled to the 
“destination designated by the 
1 party. The fishermen 

ode the caboose, which usually 
geost another dollar, and the train 
crew and the station agent would 
help unload the johnboat at the 
railway station. Each town had 
what was known as a dray wagon 
band the driver would gladly haul 
*the boat to the water's edge for 
ra nominal price. 
. Ice and Casting Rods. 

Ice was procured at the local 
"ice house before starting to the 
“river, and lunch goods, usually 

heese, bologna and crackers, 
“also were purchased. As a rule, 
beach fishing party carried a 
large washtub and it was half 
Sfilled with ice and the surplus 
*ice was well wrapped in a gunny- 
Sack to be used to replenish that 
in the tub. 

Fish when caught were tossed 
in the tub and very few were 
“lost from spoilage. Some fisher- 
men trailed a stringer from the 
rear of the boat and kept the 
fish alive. The river, swift and 
full of snags, was a distinct haz- 
ard for this method. If a stringer 
of fish was lost by hanging on 
an underwater snag, the fisher- 
men would vow that the washtub 
was the only safe way of keeping 
the catch intact. 

Most float fishermen used 
casting rods. The patent min- 
now” only recentty had been 
put to use and it was a killer 
in the early days. The two 
most popular colors were the 
red and the rainbow. The lure | 
had five sets of treble hooks— 
15 lethal weapons to snag the 
‘fish which struck at it. It had 
‘a propeller fore and aft and, 
mo doubt, the whirring noise of 
“these propellers attracted as 
many fish as did the color of 
*the bait. 


„ Fly fishermen were few and 


most of them preferred large 
“bucktails and a No. 3 Idaho- 
‘type spinner. It was generally 
conceded that fly fishermen 
took more fish than the bait 
, casters, but bait casters caught 
larger fish. In either case, it 
was not uncommon to see a boat 
‘floating along with the tub 
‘heaped with ice and choice fish. 
Smaller fish were usually re- 
turned to the water and only 
«the larger ones were kept. 

any Smallmouthed Bass. 

mallmouthed bass were the 
‘predominant species, especially 
on the one-day float from Leep- 
er to Williamsville. There was 
one rock hole at Granite Bend 
that could be counted on to 
produce some of the largest 
brown scrappers on the entire 
Stream. Usually linesides,“ or 
‘ largemouthed bass, were caught 
on the stretch from Hendrick- 
son to Poplar Bluff, but at that 
time smallmouths also were 
taken. Today, due to habitat 
destruction, the smallmouthed 
bass are by far the minority 
species. Very few jack salmon 
were caught on the early float 
trips, perhaps because a deep- 
running bait was unknown then. 

Along the Current river at 
the turn of the century there 
were few roads between Doni- 
phar and Van Buren. The Cur- 
rent then was navigable for 
larger boats and a stern-wheeler 

+ Plied up and down the river 
‘carrying mail and supplies to 
the logging camps. Float fisher- 
men would tle their boats behind 
‘the paddle-wheeler and ride up 
the river to their destination, 
cast away and float back. Ac- 
cording to the old records of 
the Carter County Hunting and 
Fishing Club, the branch line of 
the Frisco Railroad also was 
used to haul fishermen and their 
equipment. The records also 
show that fantastic catches were 
made on many of these float 
trips. 

Float fishing in Missouri today 
can be used as a major recrea- 
tion. The clear,. springfed 
streams in the Ozarks furnish 
such fishing for 
from every state.

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A Typical Example 
Of Texas Hospitality

| SAN ANTONIO, Tex. 
EXAS is a vast empiré which grips the 
imagination. Its towns and cities are mod- 
eri and progressive, yet the state as a 
whole retains something of the flavor of the 
' frontier. There is 
(7; ce e land in unlimited 
, quantities for agri- 
culture and live- 
stock grazing. And 
along the Gulf 
Coast which we 
traveled from Port 
Arthur to Browns- 
ville, much of this 
land is underlaid 
with a sea of oil 
which makes farm- 
ing and ranching 
seem almost super- 
fluous. I recall 
driving along one 
highway for 60 
miles whete the 
fences and gates on both sides of the road 
were all alike, as though this were a single 
ranch. Finally we passed an old mansion and, 
across from it, a small railway station. On all 
sides were broad fields being made ready for 
planting cotton and rice; these alternating with 
big pastures where herds of purebred Brahman 
cattle grazed: Arid to north and south, stretch- 
ing away to the horizon, were the oil wells. 
That evening at our motor court, I asked 
the proprietor about this ranch. “Oh, yes,” 
he said. “That all belongs to one of the real 
old Texas families, although it has been oper- 
ated for many years as an estate. The family 
shies away from publicity, but to the best of 
my knowledge they own more than 200 produc- 
ing oil wells, raise something over 50,000 bales 
of cotton, plant 60,000 acres to rice and run 
about 20,000 head of cattle.”

EVERY TOWN along the Gulf Coast boasts 
new industry. Aluminum smelteries, oil refin- 
eries, petro-chemical plants, mills manufacturing 
synthetic fabrics—all are going up at a great 
rate. The booming payrolls, plus .the high 
depreciation allowed on oil-producing proper- 
ties, brings huge sums of spendable income 
into this whole area. 

Out in the even vaster reaches of west 
Texas the story is somewhat different. This 
is the short-grass country, famous for its beef 
cattle, sheep and goats. Land formed under 
conditions of low rainfall is high in minerals, 
so that the forage it raises is unusually nutri- 
tious. But the six-year drouth has brought 
many cattlemen periously close to the wall and 
out here there is no cushion provided by divi- 
dend chécks from the oil wells, for most of the 
holes drilled have been dry. Some ranchers 
I've talked to say that west Texas cattlemen 
can hold out. until May of this year—after 
which, if it doesn’t rain, there will be wide- 
spread liquidation of the herds. This is a far 
ery from statements by agricultural authorities 
that cattlemen-as a whole are in better shape 
than the average American farmer.

OUR ROUTE from King Ranch lay north- 
ward through historic San Antonio to equally 
historic Austin. From here we drove out some 
50 miles with our friend Jake -.Pickle to visit 
Lyndon Johnson’s country home. Here, with 
the aid of, sprinkler irrigation from a never- 
failing stream, the minority leader of the 
Senate has developed a beautiful farm—small 
by Texas standards, but with high crop yields, 
luxuriant pastures and a carrying capacity for 
livestock which I’m certain is the envy of his 
cattle-raising neighbors who need 20 to 30 
acres per head for their grazing operations. 
We walked out across the green pasture to 
inspect the heard of 50 fat Hereford cows and 
their calves and were, for the moment, home- 
sick for Possum Trot. Back in nearby Johnson 
City we had lunch with A. W. Moursand, who 
combines a law practice with his ranching on 
6000 acres at Round Mountain. In the small 
restaurant we dined on excellent Mexican food 
—enchilladas and tacos, tempered with a bottle 
of cold beer. 4

ON THE TRIP BACK to Austin we drove up 
to Marble Falls and then down the chain of 
lakes along the Colorado river of Texas. These 
not only furnish water for power and irrigation, 
but provide a fine recreational area for this 
whole part of the state. It was late when we 
came into the city and we knew that our host 
had an engagement for dinner. But now we 
were treated to a typical example of Texas 
hospitality. Before we knew it—and still 
attired in boots and country clothes—we found 
ourselves having buffet supper in Anna Marie 
Caswell’s beautiful home. Nor did it seem to 
matter at all that she and Jake and the other 
guests—the Grahams, Scotts and Staytons— 
were all in formal attire for a party later that 


evening.

EARLY NEXT DAY we drove back through 
San Antonio and out to the Gallagher Ranch 
to join the Van Dykes again, This ranch dates 
back to an old Spanish grant and the house is 
of stone, built around a delightful patio. The 
rock walls of our room were two feet thick and 
boasted narrow gun ports through which Indian 
attacks were repelled in early times. We spent 
a wonderful day riding horseback through the 
hills, seeing the mountain laurel in bloom and 
the Spanish elms putting forth their new foli- 
age, and even helping round up some calves 
out on the range. In late afternoon the girls 
swam in the pool and that evening we sat 
around a big fire of cedar stumps in the patio. 
Early next day we bid goodby to Mr. and Mrs. 
Bob Dye, who own the ranch, all set to head 
west for the Big Bend country.

NOW THE ONLY REASON I bring this up is because 
it is customary to speak well of the Irish this day.

Jet-Hypos Flunk Test

OU might have read some years ago about 3 painless 
. method for hypodermic injections—a high-velocity 
hypo-jet. It was “just around the corner.” But the 
last time you visited your. doctor and he gave you the old 
needle for a shot, you might have wondered whatever 
happened o that new gadget. N. 
A Justpublished report by Drs. William W. Coon, Hall 
E. Hodgson and D. L. Hinermag of the University of Michi: 
gan School of Medicine shows that the hypo-jet is probably 
more dangerous than useful. They used several experi- 
mental models of the syringe that are not on the market.

the skin when they escaped from conduits under high pres-

sure. Several firms made jet injection instruments, hoping 


it would, be useful for diabeties taking insulin and other 
people needing medicine frequently by hypodermic, _ 
The pressure developed in some of these instruménts 
is almost 4000 pounds per square inch. They have very tiny 
openings, from .003 to .010 inch in diameter. The liquid is 
forced out of the orifice and through the skin under high 
pressure. 
These doctors decided it was high time to find out what 


damage was done to body tissues by these high-pressure. 


injections. There wouldn't be any sense in deveſopink a 


painless substitute for the needle if it permanently damaged 


the tissues. és 
They shaved the hair off skins of rabbits. Then’ they 
used the jet syringes with various sized holes and pressures. 


They also used hypodermic needles to compare the effects, 


They found right away that the needle didn't damage — 


the skin or underlying tissues.’ In fact, if they hadn't 
marked the site of injection with a drop of India ink, thi 
would have had trouble diseovering where the needle went 
in. This wasn't true of the jet, syringe. It caused a “supe 
prising degree of destruction.” 


In the first place, if the skin or the underlying muscled 


moved even a trifle during the injection, the jet made a 
clean cut sometimes more than one-half inch long.

THE JET HAD such force that*it drove right through | 


any underlying tissue in its path. Though a needle would 
push aside a nerve or blood vessel, the jet drove right 
through, severing nerve trunks and blood vessels, This 
caused a good deal of bleeding under the skin as well as 
tissue destruction in the line of the jet. Sometimes tiny 
bits of skin were driven deep underneath by the jet. 
Doctors. often want to inject a medicine under the 
skin but not into muscle. This can be done easily with a 


needle, The jet, however, drives right straight through to 


the muscle with the syringe tested by these doctors.

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Civilian Role for Red Cross Blood Ban 


Real Life Stories of How Donors ‘Insure’ Their Families Under Program; Volunteers Big Role

HEN five Congressmen were 
injured 


resentatives earlier this month, 
two were in a serious enough 
condition to require immediate 
blood transfusions. The regional 
District of Columbia Red Cross 
center was called into action and 
they rushed the blood to the 
hospital immediately. 

A little closer to home, last 
month, a man in rural Missouri 
lost both legs in a train acci- 
dent; transfusions of blood sup- 
plied by the Red Cross undoubt- 
edly helped save his life. In Co- 
lumbia, Mo., a hemophiliac was 
in danger because his blood 
failed to coagulate following an 
operation; a unit of anti-hemo- 
philic serum rushed by the Red 
Cross Midwestern Area office 
came to the rescue. A T- year- old 
boy in Branson, Mo., suffering 
from the same condition was 
saved in the speedy 
fashion. 

A day-old baby in a St. Louis 
hospital had to have the entire 
content of his blood stream 
changed in order to save his 
life; he received a pint of rare, 
O-Rh negative blood from the 
Red Cross, 

While these dramatic in- 
stances stand out, it is a com- 
monplace routine fact that every 
20 seconds some hospital pa- 
tient receives a transfusion sup- 
plied by his fellow Americans 
through the Red Cross blood 
bank. 

There was a time when being 
a blood donor called to mind a 
picture of saving the life of a 
service man in the midst of 
battle in some far-off land. Ci- 
vilian needs were, not thought 
of in terms of the Red Cross. 
Now the picture has changed. 
Although the blood bank of the 
St. Louis chapter of the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross; 3515 Lindell 
boulévard, will continue to sup- 
ply blood to.the Department of 
Defense throughout June of this 
year, its primary purpose is for 
civilians. 

Its principal appeal to donors 
now is not through patriotism 
but through practicality, the 
idea of insuring oneself and 
one’s family for future blood 
needs. For once a person has 
become a donor, be and his de- 
pendents will be supplied with 
all the blood they may require 
in hospital transfusions for the 
next 12 months.

W not lagged in the blood 
bank program,” says 
Robert H. Brumett, blood pro- 
gram administrator for the St. 
Louis area. In fact it has be- 
come more important to the 
average person. There seems 
to be a great interest in taking

that, in this civilian blood pro- 
gram, you or your dependents 
are entitled to your total needs 
regardless of how much you've 
given. If you've given a pint of 
blood you can get back 100 pints 
if you need them. Many people 
have been schooled in the idea 
of replacing the amount of blood 
used because some private hos- 
pitals require this. The word 
‘replacement’ is not in our vo- 
cabulary. We do not operate on 
a debit and credit basis. We do 
encourage hospitals to encour- 
age patients who havé received 
blood to recruit blood donors, 
but that is not replacement as 
the new donor in turn estab- 
lishes eligibility for his own fam- 
ily.” 

There are 104 hospitals in the 
St. Louis region to whom Red 
Cross supplies all the blood 
used, and 50 more to whom they 
send supplemental supplies. 
Every 24 hours, from 200 to 250 
units or pints of blood are used 
in this region. Bloodmobiles 
make regularly scheduled visits 
to outlying regions. All blood 
donor procedures are done under 
medical supervision and Bru- 
mett is especially proud of the 
fact that 75 per cent of the mo- 
biles now are manned by volun- 
teer doctors. 

„That's happened just during 
the last three years,” he says. 
“Three years ago we had only 
paid medical coverage but the 
county and local medical so- 
cieties have assumed that re- 
sponsibility and it’s a record 
they can be proud of.” 

Another admirable record of 
volunteer service is that made 
by the motor corps volunteers. 
One example of the quiet but 
steady kind of service given by 


volunteers is the man-size job 
done = 11 women for the St. 
Louis chapter. 

The 11 women are Veracda 
Mouser, Ann Hubel, Mary Pa- 
trone, Marie A. Lischko, Mar- 
garet Gifford, Eileen Shannon, 
Betty Taylor, Claris Reecht, 


Joyce Hilton, Mrs. Joseph Bena 


and Mes. A. C. Pilz. All are 
working women, some with fam- 
ilies, but all of them drive 
trucks te out-of-town bloodmo- 
bile stations to return blood to 
the chapter house bank. 

“Our bloodmobiles make regu- 
larly scheduled runs,” Anita K. 
Hynes, director of volunteer 


* services, explains. Often they're 


gone two or three days, but the 
blood they collect must de 


‘brought back here and refriger- 


ated at the end of the day, so 
our night motor corps volun- 
teers go out and pick it up. They 
drive panel closed trucks and 
sometimes go as far as 190 miles.

, leave early in the after- 
noon and in several. 
cases, their employers let them 
off of work so they reach 
town at the end of a day’s op- 
erations. On a long run they 
may not get back until 10 or 11 
o'clock at night or even past 
midnight. They always go in 
teams of two or three because 
after working all day, 300 or 
more miles of driving is a lot 

for one woman. 

We have the greatest respect 
for our working girls who work 
all day and then work for us at 
night. Their chairman, Corinne 
Warttig, is a switchboard opera- 
tor at Westinghouse but I think 
she must plug in as many calls 
for Red Cross because she never 
fails to supply an emergency 
need. 

Miss Mouser, as you see from 
her card,” she brought out a 
much-marked index card, “has 
worked as many as five nights 
in a row. From July, 1953 
through February, 1954 she gave 
427 hours in motor service. She 
works for Veterans Administra- 
tion and when she leaves her 
job early, she makes the time 
up later. , 

„Miss Hubel is another one 
who serves two or three times a 
week. Mrs. Pilz and her hus- 
band are a team and go on trips 
together. We have many won- 
derful volunteers like that. One 
of our drivers, Ruth Sturmfels, 
has given her last three vaca- 
tions to the Red Cross. She 
spent one two-week vacation at 
the Council Bluffs (Ia.) flood.” 

A training course for addition- 
al night motor corps drivers will 
start in April, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Arthur Wallace. 
It is not a course for beginning 
drivers, however; only women 
who are excellent drivers can 
qualify. 

Among their duties, motor 
corps volunteers staff the blood 
donor center at night for emer- 
gency calls, although the word 
“emergency” is one which does 
not play a great part in the Red 
Cross vocabulary. 

“As far as we're concerned, 
every unit is an emergency,” 
Brumett sums it up. “One pint 
may be as important in saving 
a life as 100 pints, and to us 
every life is important.“

‘HE accepted method for 
cooking rice in water has 
changed materially. Instead 
of boiling the grains in large 
amounts of water, and draining 
it after it is tender, experts ad- 
vise using a comparatively 
small amount which will all be 
absorbed by the time the grains 
are tender. 
This method is applicable to 
both regular and precooked 
rice. For the latter, even less 
liquid is necessary. The diree- 
tions that appear on the pack- 
age should always be followed. 


A combination of cooked rice 
with savory’ seasonings and 
cooked shrimp or other shell 
fish, or with combinations of 
chicken and meat is wh as 
Jambalaya, a Louisiana special- 
ty. There are many good rec- 
ipés for this dish. 

For use as a dessert, a sim- 
ple and popular choice is an 
old-fashioned rice pudding. This 
takes some time to bake, but 
almost any fruit may be com- 
bined with sweetened cooked 
rice and topped with custard 
sauce or whipped cream. 


Pineapple Rice Cream. 


One can (9-ounce) crushed 
pinéapple, one envelope unfla- 
vored gelatin, one-fourth cup 
cold water, one-fourth cup sug- 
ar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon, vanilla, one cup hot 
cooked rice, one cup heavy 
cream, whipped. 


Drain pineapple and reserve 
juice, -Soften gelatine in cold 
water. Add with sugar, salt and 
vanilla to hot rice. Toss with 
fork to mix thoroughly. Add 
drained pineapple and fold in 
whipped cream. Place in one- 
quart mold or in six individual 
sherbet glasses and chill. Before 
serving, pour drained pineapple 
juice over the dessert. Yield: 
six servings. 


Jambalaya, Louisiana Style. 


One cup rice, four cups chick- 
en broth, one-half cup. chopped 
onions, one green pepper, 
chopped fine; one clove garlic, 
minced fine; two tablespoons 
fat, one cup canned tomatoes, 
one-half cup water, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth tea- 
spoon cayenne pepper, one- 
fourth teaspoon thyme, one ta- 
blespoon Worcestershire sauce, 
one pound cooked shrimp, one- 
half pound sausage meat. 


Cook rice in three cups chick- 
en broth until tender. Saute 
onions, green pepper and garlic 
slowly in fat. Add tomatoes, 
water and seasonings. Add rice 
and shrimp, and the additional 
cup of chicken broth. Place in 
two-quart casserole. Cover and 
bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) 30 minutes. Make 
sausage meat into small balls, 
and saute until lightly brown. 
Add to casserole and continue 
baking, uncovered, 15 minutes, 
Sprinkle with chopped parsley 
before serving. Yield: six serv- 
ings. 

Note: Six oysters cut in quar- 
ters may be added with the 
shrimp, if desired.
